With reports of meat bootlegging developing into a business 
larger than whisky bootlegging of prohibition days on a national 
scale, The Constitution, in an effort to learn the true conditions 
in Atlanta, sent a reporter on an exhaustive search for a black 
market in meat here. He found one, and following is the first 
report on conditions.

Anyone who is willing to pay approximately double the legitimate 
price, willing to accept the risk of eating meat that has not been 
graded and inspected by federal meat inspectors, and willing to accept 
cull meat as Grade AA or Grade A, may obtain sirloins, T-bones and 
filets in any one of several Atlanta meat markets—without ration 
points.

UNRRA Dealing

WASHINGTON, April 4.—A 
strong verbal protest has been 
made to Director Gen. Herbert H. 
Lehman of the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration by Ambassador Jan Cie- 
chanowski, of Poland, over what 
he regards as UNRRA’s intrusion 
into the political arena an behalf 
of the Moscow-sponsored Polish 
provisional government, it was 
learned today. 

Ciechanowski’s ire was aroused 
over a statement by Lehman last 
week that a UNRRA mission pre- 
paring to go to Poland to survey 
relief needs would deal only with 
the provisional government, recog- 
nized by Russia but not by the 
United States and Great Britain. 

UNRRA’s statement, the ambas- 
sador is said to have argued, was 
improper in that it accorded rec- 
ognition to the provisional gov- 
ernment as the sole authority in 
Poland and thus constituted an 
invasion of the political field by 
an organization set up solely to 
administer relief. The Polish gov- 
ernment-in-exile in London, still 
recognized by the United States 
and Great Britain, is one of 
UNRRA’s members. 

Polish sources here understood 
that the provisional government 
in London is planning a formal 
protest to the UNRRA council over 
Gov. Lehman's statement when 
next it meets. 

Ciechanowski, In his talk with 
Gov. Lehman, pointed out that 
Polish-Americans were eager for 
large stocks Of supplies in New 
York warehouses awaiting ship- 
ment to Poland, but not at the 
price of having UNRRA give po- 
litical support to the Communist- 
dominated Lublin regime, which 
has set up headquarters in War- 
saw.

BOTH ARMS AND LEGS 


First Basket Patients 
Of War Come Off Iwo 


BY PEGGY HULL 


SAIPAN.—(NANA)—The battle for Iwo Jima gave 
us the first basket casualties of this war—the first 
wounded who had to lose both arms and legs. 

At an Army hospital here I watched the arrival 
of about 1,500 Marines, and the number of amputa- 
tions necessary shocked even doctors and nurses. 
Never before had they experienced just the type of 
fracture or infection which they found on the men 
from Iwo Jima. 

Shrapnel injuries swell up like abscesses and fes- 
tered in spite of prompt first-aid treatment. Gangrene 
appeared in more wounds than ever before. And leg 
and arm fractures were of the type which made am- 
putation imperative. 

“We had so many this morning,” a surgical nurse 
told me, “that we used big laundry hampers to move 
out the arms, legs, hands and feet which had to be 
cut off.” 

One of the doctors said he believed the volcanic ash 
of Iwo Jima was more than ordinarily irritating to 
wounds. The Japanese rocket and mortar fire was the 
fiercest the Marines had ever faced, and some of the 
soldiers told me they believed the Japs spotted their 
fire with the intention of crippling instead of killing. 

This belief among the wounded may have been 
substantiated by a talk broadcast from Japan. Even 
as the Marines were falling on Iwo Jima, Tokyo Rose, 
Japanese propaganda broadcaster, said (and the Saipan 
Army nurses heard her): 

“American women can’t tolerate crippled men. 
They are too selfish to give up their soft lives and go 
out to the front to nurse the wounded. Now the gov- 
ernment has to draft them. It will hurt American 
women more to have their young men come home 
blinded and without arms and legs than it would if 
the soldiers were killed. The Marines will find that 
we Japanese are always pleased to accommodate their 


women in this matter.”

16-Year-Old 
Girl Victim 
Of Drowning 


Sue Stewart, 16-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Stewart, 
of Ben Hill, was drowned yester- 
day in Shealy’s lake, near her 
home. Her body was recovered 30 
feet from the muddy bank of the 
lake by Fulton County Patrolman 
Mike Johnson, who had spent al- 
most three hours in the cold water 
diving and dragging for it. 

The girl and her playmate, Jean 
Winters, 13 years old, of 882 Eden 
street, Atlanta, had been playing 
in the water, pushing the boat 
ahead of them near the bank of 
the 30-acre lake, about a mile from 
Ben Hill. 

She suddenly disappeared be- 
neath the water after wildly 
thrashing her arms,and legs in a 
futile attempt to regain her hold 
on the boat, Jean Winters said. 
The boat overturned about 10:15 
a.m. After a vain effort to help 
her friend, Jean: Winters scram- 
bled to the shore. 

She ran to the nearest house, 
that of Lula Mae Bradfield, Negro 
woman, who directed East Point 
and Fulton county police and 
other searchers to the scene. 

When the body was brought to 
shore by Patrolman Johnson, a for- 
mer Atlanta life guard, artificial 
respiration was applied for 45 
minutes by Fulton County Patrol- 
men D. C. Harrison, C. O. Ander- 
son and Johnson. Dr. R. W. Mce- 
Gee, Fulton county physician, pro- 
nounced the girl dead. Miss Win- 
ters told Fulton county police she 
believed her companion had suf- 
fered a fainting spell when she 
started struggling. 

Floodgates in the dam at the 
north end of the lake had been 
opened earlier in the afternoon in 
an effort to locate the body. Two 
boats were brought from near-by 
Black Rock Club and were used to 
drag the hooks and as a resting 
place for Diver Johnson. The two 
boats continually circled the spot 
designated by Jean Winters as the 
place where the boat had over- 
turned and Sue Stewart was last 
seen. 

Patrolmen Harrison and Ander- 
son were the first to answer the 
emergency summons. The Atlanta 
fire department salvage and res- 
cue wagon had been called to ap- 
ply respiration if the body had 
been located in time. A _ large 
group of county and East Point 
police were at the lakeside.

LONDON, April 4.—(#)—The 
Allies hurled 3,000 planes against 
the dwindling targets of shrunken 
Germany today, including 1,000 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators, 
which blasted submarine building 
y»rds at Kiel and Hamburg and 
airfields throughout the northwest- 


ern Reich. 

The American attacks were 
driven home despite stiff opposi- 
tion from formations of jet-pro- 
pelled ME-262s. Nine bombers and 
four fighters were missing, but 
the Swedish radio said one of the 
bombers landed safely at Malmoe 
airport in Sweden. 

Returning crewmen 
good results at Kiel. 

At least 11 of the twin-jet inter- 
ceptors and four other enemy 
fighters were shot down by Mus- 
tangs which made up part of the 
850-plane escort.

Despite all the destruction, 
there is plenty left to see from 
which we can get a good idea 
of the layout where Hitler 
planned and directed the 1940 
blitz through France and later 
formulated his abortive defenses 
against an Allied invasion of the 
continent. 

It was here, too, that Hitler 
plotted with Von Rundstedt the 
December attack through the Ar- 
dennes, and it was here that Von 
Rundstedt was fired. Kesselring 
remained on at the headquarters 
until a week ago despite his facial 
wound. 

Kesselring arrived to take over 
March 9. He asked Von Rundstedt 
how things stood and the latter 
was overheard replying with deep 
irony: 

“Dear Herr Kesselring, about 
all you can do is flap your ears 
and hope for the best.” 

WHAT MARSHAL MEANT 

In other words, he was told 
that the outlook was hopeless, that 
the greatest part of the Reich's 
remaining fighting strength had 
been drained to rock bottom by 
the futile Ardennes campaign. 

The absolute mastery wielded 
by Hitler was evidenced every day 
et this headquarters. And it was 
‘generally known he was such a 
fanatic he summarily executed 
some of his closest co-workers 
and higher officers who showed 
signs of defeatism. 

The most notorious instance of 
this was the Luftwaffe’s foremost 
ace, Col. Werner Moelders, who 
two years ago was decorated by 
the Fuehrer with a diamond- 
studded Knights Cross. 

Hitler at the time, according to 
reports, said: “Ask anything you 
want. I will grant your wish un- 
reservedly.”’

Moelders, whose family was 
Catholic, then appealed to Hitler 
to ease off Nazi pressure against

EFFECTIVE CAMOUFLAGE 


The “Adler’s Horst,” where Hit- 
ler spent most of the winter, was 
rounded by a heavy fence within 
a nine-mile radius. The place was 
‘so heavily camouflaged that Al- 
lied planes for some time flew 
almost every day over the head- 
quarters without knowing it. 

Hitler’s bunker was three feet 
thick and his underground shelter 
consisted of a medium-sized office 
adjoining a small bedroom, bath- 
room and kitchen. 

Six other bunkers housed the 
German high command planning 
rooms. At the bottom of a hill a 
hidden barracks provided com- 
munication facilities for hundreds 
of administrative workers in Goeb- 
bels’ propaganda network. The 
place had been guarded by Ger- 
man police dogs and 300 men pa- 
trolling it daily.

He returned in a moment with 
the sirloin and sliced off two 
large steaks. The scales weighed 
the meat at 2% pounds. The butch-

“$1.45, take it or leave it-” 

I took the meat, paid him, and 
walked from his market. 

He never mentioned meat ration 
points. 

The meat was Grade C, utility, 
and, according to an OPA meat 
ceiling price chart, it should have 
been priced at 75 cents, The mar- 
keter had realized a profit of 70 
cents above the OPA ceiling price. 

The black market in meat usual- 
ly originates with a black market 
slaughter. A cow is killed under 
a system known as “shade tree 
slaughtering,” in which the beef 
is slaughtered in the country near 
the scene of the purchase. As a 
rule unsanitary conditions are 
prevalent. After the beef is 
killed the meat is brought into 
the city in an unmarked truck 
under a dirty canvas and deliv- 
ered to the butcher shop at night. 


MIXED WITH GRADED 

The black market butcher im- 
mediately divides the beef into 
cuts and mixes it with what sup- 
ply of government graded meat 
he has on hand in the store. He 
does not mark his meat with price 
tags or grade tags, and often 
smears purple ink over an. edge 
of the meat in a type of counter- 
feit gavernment grade stamp. 

When. the butcher sells the 
black market meat, he charges 
far above the ceiling price for 
grade A or grade AA meat, with- 
out regard for the actual grade of 
the black market meat. 

Estimates of several meat ex- 
perts in Atlanta were that _be- 
tween 20 and 25 per cent of all 
meat sold in north Georgia is 
black market, “shade tree slaugh- 
tered” meat. The percentage is 
slightly lower in Atlanta due to 
visits of OPA meat investigators 
and the presence of several au- 
thorized meat graders. 


RATFPON STAMPS FOR SALE 

In Atlanta there is definite 
evidence of sales of counterfeit 
ration stamps. Many thousands 
of sugar ration stamps have been 
confiscated by the government, 
and recently a growing market of 
counterfeit meat ration stamps 
has been detected. 


Using the same ficticious “Non- 
existent Insurance Company,” as 
a “stall,” I asked the woman 
manager of a northwest side drive- 
in if she knew where I could pur- 
chase 20 pounds of T-bone steak 
without ration points. My given 
reason for the steak was the same 
as that used at the southwest side 
market. 

The woman said someone was 
calling her from the kitchen, but 
for me to wait. In a moment she 
returned and said she did not 
have any idea where I might get 
the meat, but had I considered 
buying some ration stamps. 

I said I hadn’t but that I didn’t 
mind buying them at all and 
would she tell me where I could 
get them. 

“Of course I never buy them 
myself; we run this place right, 
but if you will go down on ‘such 
and. such’ a street, ask around 
down there, you can get all you 
need,” she said.

Killed Behind the Front 


The senate’s rejection, by a vote of 46 
to 29, of badly needed manpower control 
legislation is a sad commentary on the 
current thinking of the upper house of our 
national congress. 


No one denies that we should have had 
adequate work-or-fight provisions from 
the beginning of the war, that the effort to 
enact manpower restrictions at this time is 
an extremely belated one. But the fact 
remains that such national service legis- 
lation is more essential now than ever be- 
fore, that the senate’s regrettable short- 
sightedness in rejecting it will inevitably 
result in lengthening the conflict. 


The compromise measure, while far 
from perfect, would have insured that 
there would be no relaxation of the pro- 
duction effort after V-E day. It would have 
kept war workers in their jobs until such 
time as the Japanese, as well as German, 
war is won. And it would have been the 
most effective way of assuring our fighting 
men that we on the home front are willing 
to share, in at least some degree, the con- 
 tinuing sacrifice which they are called 
upon to make. 


The senate, by its action, is, as Sen.. 
Lucas so succinctly put it, “virtually in-. 


viting people to quit” their war jobs once 
Germany is defeated. Moreover, it is a 
damning official admission of lack of firm 
resolve on the home front, an admission 
hardly calculated to bolster the morale of 


the men doing the actual fighting and 


dying overseas. 


The senate’s action would have been 
deplorable enough had every senator been 
in his chair and voted for or against the 
manpower legislation strictly on the basis 
of merit. But the fact that so many dodged 
the issue and that so many were obviously 
fearful of political retaliation by pressure 
groups which opposed the measure for 
selfish reasons adds not a whit to the 
esteem in which servicemen and the public 
at large hold the higher branch of the 
nation’s lawmaking body. Especially is it 
noticeable that so many of those who have 
made a great show of their support of the 
administration turned out to be mere fair- 
weather friends when the President’s 
wishes were pitted against those of organ- 
ized labor. 


Georgians, incidentally, may take some 
solace in the fact that both Sens. George 
and Russell faced the issue squarely and 
voted for the people and the bill. 


Government To Sell Surplus Farm Equipment 


Welcome news to farmers plagued by 
history’s worst labor shortage is the an- 
nouncement, by the procurement division 
of the Treasury Department, that sales of 
surplus farm machinery and construction 
equipment are planned for the immediate 


future. 


Beginning at once, two circuits will be 
set up covering virtually the entire coun- 
try. Thirty thousand dealers have been in- 


vited to three-day auctions to be held along 
the big loops at dates to be announced. 
About 3,000 pieces—approximately $1,500,- 
000 worth—will be disposed of monthly 
in this manner. All sales will be for cash, 
all sales will be final. There will be no 
auction fees ,deducted, all details of the 


transaction being handled by Treasury 
employes. 

The auctions will serve two good pur- 
poses: They will allow the government to 
dispose-of surplus equipment at a time 
when its market value is higher than it 
will ever be again. And they will aid 
farmers to secure badly needed machinery 
with which to raise war-essential crops. 


Quality of the machinery offered at 
present will not be high, the Treasury ad- 
mits, because military demands still exist 
for such equipment in good condition. But 
the standard will rise as the volume of 
surplus for auctioning grows. Whatever 
its condition, we'll warrant ingenious 
farmers will be able to make the most of 
it. Certainly it will be better than nothing 
and that is what most have at present. 


Minnesota's Problems Similar to Georgia's 


Georgia has made some progress to- 
ward modernization of its governmental 
structure. But Georgia is not the only 
state which is doing so. 


In the midwest, Minnesota has turned 
to an engineering firm for an overall sur- 
vey of its governmental operations. A 
recognized firm in the field of engineer- 
ing was called in to make a comprehensive 
economic analysis and submit proposals 
for building a better state in the postwar 


era. 


Three phases of the engineering firm’s 
recommendations will be of especial in- 
terest to Georgians. These include: 


Manufacturing—“One of the greatest 
needs is more thorough research, first to 
develop commodities adaptable to produc- 
tion and manufacture in Minnesota; sec- 
ond, to determine markets for any com- 
modities which might be developed. Taxes 
have been and continue to be one of 


the principal causes of migration or threat- 
ened migration from the state.” 


Taxes—“Minnesota needs to do a thor- 
ough job of overhauling its tax structure 
so as to equalize the burdens within the 
state, assure the people of Minnesota a fair 
competitive position in relation to their 
neighbors in other states and provide in- 
centives for industrial development.” 


Education and Research—“The state 
has one of the outstanding universities 
of the country, not only in size but in 
its educational work. Too large a pro- 
portion of the rural youth are not carry- 
ing their education into high school and 
beyond.” 


These needs have been recognized in 
Georgia—and without going to the expense 
of retaining technical advisers to point 
the way. The question is: “Are we really 
in earnest about doing something to rem- 
edy the situation?”

On Jan. 30 transfer papers reach- 
| ed me by mail at my home, and 
on Jan. 31 I was admitted as a 
patient at Hospital No. 48. My 
clinical file had preceeded me and 


two days after my admission 
treatments were begun. On Thurs- 
day, Feb. 1, I went before the 
tumor clinic, held here each 
Thursday afternoon. Five times 
since then I have been to this 
clinic for observation, during the 
course of my teehtments. Attend- 
ing these clinics beside my ward 
surgeon and radiologist and other 
Veterans’ Administration direc. 
tors were Dr. R. Fike and Dr. Cal- 
vin Stewart, of the Steiner clinic 
of Atlanta, and Dr. John Funke, 
of the Georgia Baptist hospital. 


Regarding the qualifications of 
Mr. Slaton, I know nothing be- 
yond what I have observed dur- 
ing my stay. I do not know Mr. 

But this much 
I have seen: Efficiency in ad-

What I cannot forgive him is the 
incalculable harm that an article 
such as his may do, by planting 
doubt in the minds of returning

they have been led to believe. 

By all means, investigate! The 
doors are open. But Mr. Maisel 
could .choose more _ constructive 
means. The destructive approach 
he has made to his subject makes 
one wonder whether he is most 
interested in the welfare of his 
friends whom he has seen shot 
and disabled or in the space rates 
of magazines that may publish his 
stuff.

In the first place, if you know of some unfortunate person 


given to looking upon the wine when it is red, by all means try 


to send him to France, Belgium or Italy. Those places are nothing 
more than international Keely cures in so far as the drinking habit 
is concerned. 

I think, also, I would include England in this list, as it is 
a very Sahara-like place for any person with a thirst. At any 
rate. the countries listed will afford an easy cure of the drink 
habit. It is not that they have prohibition or even think well of 
it. It is merely that the supply cannot begin to meet the demand. 

My agents tell me that what there is fit to drink is so costly, 
as on sale in the various black markets, that the average person 
cannot begin to pay for it. 

In England there is plenty of beér, but it is undernourished and 
suffering from malnutrition. I imagine that two or -three, or per- 
haps four or five quarts of it might make the drinker develop a 
warm, friendly feeling, but only if there were a stove in the pub. 

The various officers’ clubs in London, which are run for, of 
and by the officers, have a bar. There is a sign above the bar 
which says that no person will be served more than two drinks 
of spirits. This leads to some very merry laughter, and the ex- 
planation that if they had any spirits no one would be served more 


than two drinks. 

The pubs now and then get hold of a bottle of 
Very Dear Scotch which is saved for the regular customers 
and they rarely get more than a single snort. It costs dearly, too, 
as they say. An ordinary kitchen or drawing-room-poured Ameri- 
can measure of Scotch would cost a flat $1 in England, and I have 
seen some poured which would register at $1.50 per highball in 
England. 

At the Scottish city where the transatlantic airplanes come in, 
about the only Scotch one sees is that brought over from America. 
The Scottish customs officers go “ah” and “oh,” and say, “’Tis a 
long time since any mon has seen any of that, now.” 

They then charge you the duty, which is $5.25 per bottle. This 
usually causes the American bringing the stuff to some exiled friend 
to scream in agony and fall upon the floor, because the stuff was 
made near the place where the airships land. But the British are 
inflexible about those things and the duty stands. They have 
started manufacturing Scotch again in Scotland, but it is a green 
stuff yet and won’t be on the market for a year or so. 

In France the Germans took about everything there was to 
drink. They left behind several warehouses filled wih bottled 
stuff labeled “Cognac.” It was for distribution to the Wehrmacht. 
The Germans always have issued spirits to their troops. Indeed, 


during the early days of their drive through France and Belgium, 


the ration was very, very liberal. During the occupation each Ger- 
man soldier was given two bottles of this cognac each week. 
The American soldier receives no ration, but some of this stuff got 
on the market. 

In fact, the bars of France were selling canned heat and anti- 
freeze liquids and a number of Allied soldiers had been killed by 
drinking some of it. The Frenchmen had sweetened it and flavored 
it and sold it as a special French drink. I think some persons got 


shot because of this. At any rate, I hope so. 

There was no champagne except on the black 
No Champagne market, where it cost $20 a bottle. Cognac 
on the same market cost about $15 a bottle. Wine was just about 
as scarce and as expensive. The old ABKF soldier who recalled 
getting any sort of bottle for a few francs would not know gay 
Paree today. 

It is worse in Italy.. There, my agents say, one may buy some 
very bad grappa, which is white like vodka, but which tastes like 
our old prohibition white corn of the sour variety. There, also, is 
a little bad wine and brandy from which some Allied troops have 
died. 

In Greece there still is plenty of retsina wine. This is a dell- 
cacy which the Germans didn’t appreciate. In fact, the story goes 
that when the first German took a swallow of retsina, he clutched 
his throat and screamed for the Gestapo, claiming he had been 
poisoned. Retsina wine is flavored with resin, which is resin just 
like that which comes from Georgia pines. It is a popular, light 
wine and very healthy. In fact, tradition has it that when an old 
retsina drinker dies—if he dies—it is necessary to take out his 
stomach and kill it with a club. At any rate, the Germans didn’t 
drink it up. i 

In Turkey and Egypt I sent out agents who came back and re- 
ported. In Turkey there are three brands for sale. There is 
“Kanyak,” which is not cognac, but kanyak, just as Bar-B-Q Is not 
barbecue. There, also, is a vodka, and there is the national drink 
known as raki, or lion's milk. Raki is a white liquid which, when 
a little water is dripped into it, turns milky white. 

In Egypt there is no national drink. They were addicted to 
Scotch, but the famous Shepheard’s hotel sells spirits only two 
hours a day. 

You will understand this report is compiled from the research 
of my agents, all of whom agree that if you wish to cure someone 
of the drink habit, send them abroad.

Yesterday it was my privilege to be one of a group who saw 
a piece of exceedingly important propaganda in film form. It is 
a short subject which should be screened at every performance at 
every theater, big and little, uptown and neighborhood, during the 
next week or two. 

It was made for the United States State Department and the 
Office of War Information. It tells, in vivid picture and in straight, 
simple language, what our representatives, working with the repre- 
sentatives of all the United Nations, are striving ta accomplish in 
order to prevent another, a third and far worse, world war. In 
short, it is the story back of the discussions and the planning of 
Dumbarton Oaks and the coming San Francisco conference.

Needs No Revision to by a reporter at Secretary of State 


Stettinius’ news conference on Tuesday last. You may recall this 
reporter asked Stettinius if the move to permit Russia to have three 
votes in the world assembly was not contrary to the story as told 
And Stettinius replied that the film might need re- 
vision, in view of developments since it was made. 

Well, I don’t know whether it has already been revised or not. 
Frankly, I could see absolutely no reason for any such revision. 
The question of voting strength for any member power is not 
brought up in the film. It simply tells, impressively, the story of 
Dumbarton Oaks and the San Francisco meeting and ends with a 
sequence showing the action of the resultant world organization, at 
some future time, when a new Hitler, a new disturber of world 
peace, arises. 

One fact stands out, not only in this film but in all develop- 
ments and discussions of the proposal for a world organization to 
enforce the peace. That fact is, basically, such an organization can 
only succeed if it is supported by the informal approval of all of 
us, great and small, notable and obscure, Ultimately it is the opinion 
and the support of the man on the street and the woman in the 
home which will decide whether the world is to enter upon a period 
of lasting peace, or whether the end of this war is to usher in only 
the brief time for rearming and re-creating the causes for the third 
world war. 

And don’t forget, with the advances in lethal power of new 
weapons, another world war would, undoubtedly, open, without 
advanee warning, with rocket-bomb destruction of American cities 
and American factories. 

In 20 years’ time the rocket bomb will be capable of ghastly 
destruction at asrange measured in thousands of miles. This coun-

’ try will no longer be safe behind its ocean ramparts or secured by 


distance from any possible foe. 

That is why it is so important that you, 
Important To You and you-and you, all of on see this Een, 
aganda film. Propaganda that can contribute mightily to the forma- 
tion of the sort of secure world for our children of which we dream. 

For it can help your understanding. And that is the most im- 
portant contribution that can be made to the cause of world peace. 

By the way, there are a couple of reactions from the film worth 
recording. 

First, it shows how the VU. S. senate supported the Connally 
resolution, calling for a world peace organization, by vote of 85 
to 5. And the wonder is on what wild basis the five who dis- 
sented justified their votes. 

Second, it is plain that if the world continues to plunge into 
wars every quarter century or so, there just won’t be any earth at 
all in another hundred years. The insanity of man will have de- 
stroyed it and the story of mankind on earth will have ended in 
complete tragedy, the irrevocable finish of obliteration.

If they are not true, and one 
belief is as good as another, it is 
indeed an impudence to teach 
falsehood to people content with 
their own beliefs. 


But if Christianity is true, and 
shows mankind the Only way to 
a blessed life hereafter, it is a 
cruel and wicked selfishness not 
to carry the good news to all peo- 
ple as quickly as possible. If it is

Okinawa promises to be the keystone of our invasion of Japan. 
It epitomizes the progress we have made since Pearl Harbor. 


After the fall of the Philippines we were forced back to Aus- 
tralia as our main base of operations. From Australia to Japan is 
a distance of several thousand miles over a route then infested with 
— — fortified islands. Now we have reduced the distance to 

miles. 


More and more it is beginning to look like the 
Japan Next? next major move will be aimed at Japan proper. 
We have planted our forces at the most advantageous position 
possible for that final operation. 


_ But the American occupation of Okinawa has other important 
implications of more immediate value. In the first place, it will 
enable us, once air bases are established, to augment our long-range 
Superfortresses with medium and light bombers.

to cut the knot that binds the entire framework of Japanese de 
fenses in the China sea area, Formosa is only 365 miles away 
and the China coast is only 400 miles distant.

We will be in position to cut off practically all Japanese supplies

For these reasons military men expect some of the bloodiest 
resistance we have yet experienced in the Pacific. While the 
invasion itself was accomplished with very moderate casualties, our 
men going in standing up, the Japs are expected to resist fiercely 
before giving up the island. And we will — find greater 
strength there than any of the other islands we have captured 
outside of the Philippines. 

The conquest of Okinawa promises to be one of the great mile 
stones on the road to Japan.

Union Now 
Still Far Off 


Last week I wrote of the eco- 
nomic and political confusion 
which afflicts not only Europe but 
the whole world, and of the pro- 
posals initiated by an organiza- 
tion called “Union Now” for a 
much closer political and economic 
relationship between this country 
and Great Britain, 

It seems to me apparent that 
before we go much further with 
plans for a world peace structure, 
the ground should be cleared first 
of obvious obstructions, and a 
sound foundation laid. Certainly 
a better understanding between 
this country and Great Britain is 
the first step. 

Churchill has acted quickly and 
perhaps rashly through British in- 
terference in Greece, Italy and 
Belgium, but he was forced to do 
so because he was aware, like 
most intelligent Britishers, of tke 
greatly weakened position of 
Great Britain and of the severe 
trials which are ahead of her once 
Germany and Japan are defeated. 

The British press reflects Mr. 
Churchill’s anxiety. It is aware 
that the nation’s great financial 
resources have been largely drain- 
ed away, that her shipping facili- 
ties, so profitable in the past, now 
represent only a fraction of the 
tonnage operated by the United 
States. 

Even after the war ends there 
will be the problem of feeding the 
British Isles and the closely allied 
problem of raw materials which 
are needed for the manufacture of 
products she must sell abroad in 
order to pay for food, and to sta- 
bilize her economy. The British 
Isles are faced by the threat of 
air and robot warfare in the fu- 
ture across a body of water which 
is no longer a barrier of defense 
but little more than a ditch. 

She is aware that the dominions 
and commonwealth are straying 
away, not only in a political but 
in an economic sense, which is 
infinitely more serious. She has 
the problem of finding a reason- 
able settlement for the Indian 
question and of re-establishing 
control of the lost colonies now 
held by the Japartese. 

Let us suppose that the United 
States reached an understanding 
with Great Britain whereby we 
co-operated in trade, manufacture 
and agriculture. Not only would 
it greatly increase Great Britain’s 
confidence in the future but in- 
fluence enormously and for the 
good the possibility of an endur- 
ing and a stable world govern- 
ment. 

The truth is that neither the 
world nor ourselves can afford to 
witness the disintegration of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, 
the collapse of the empire nor the 
bankruptcy of the United King- 
dom. All these institutions, joined 
loosely together under the name 
of Great Britain, have been, with 
all their faults, a great power in 
the world toward order and prog- 
ress. Never before in the history 
of the world has there been such 
a need to bolster the forces of 
order. A weak Great Britain, 
fighting for her life, would mean 
increasing anarchy which could 
set back the clock a century or 
more, for the whole of the world. 

Economic co-operation and union 
might be followed fairly soon by 
a semipolitical federation. We 
have our choice, it seems to me, 
between the old policy of per- 
petual loans to put other nations 
on their feet in order to buy what 
we have to sell and pay back the 
intefest, or the policy of close co- 
operation in shipping, in banking, 
in export-import trade in a joint 
domain which covers a large por- 
tion of the earth’s surface. 

Such a union would do much 
to solye the question of sovereign- 
ty on the smaller islands and pos- 
sessions scattered round the workd 
many of which we have retaken 
from the enemy, and which, if re- 
turned to England, cannot be held 
by her strength alone. These is- 
lands so vital to keep Japan in 
check in the future could be joint- 
ly and strongly held under some 
such union of the two nations. 

There is, most readers will say, 
still the question of Russia. That 
is a big question and certainly 
one which cannot be overlooked. 
Russia’s cause seems quite clear— 
that she wants security and peace 
and time to develop her great re- 
sources and 
wounds of war. 
always do what is good for Russia 
first. She has already set up in 
fact a federation of European 
states which may become in the 
near future a part of the United 
Soviet States of Europe. 

That fact, however it may be 
looked upon now, is a step for- 
ward that will produce order and 
peace in areas where there have 
been none for a thousand years. 
There is danger that such a fed- 
eration might one day clash with 
a great Anglo-Saxon federation, 
but it is also possible that out of 
the two systems of federation 
there would one day emerge a 
world federation of states. 

To arrive at such an end, each 
of .the three great nations must 
sacrifice something—Great Britain 


her imperialistic philosophy,

United States her isolationist pol- 
Russia, her totalitarian 
_ideals. In any case, perpetual 
world peace will come slowly and 
only out of federation among na- 
‘tions. It will not be achieved by 
'any plan imposed upon the eco- 
'nomic and political chaos that ex- 
ists today throughout the world.

WITH THE MARINES ON OKI- 
NAWA BEACHHEAD—(By Navy 
Radio)—You wouldn't believe it. 
And we don’t either. It just can't 
be true. And yet it is true. 

The regiment of Marines that 
I am with landed this morning 
on the beaches of Okinawa and 
were absolutely unopposed, which 
is indeed an odd expertence for 
a Marine. 


Nobody among us had dream- 
ed of such a thing. We all thought 
there would be slaughter on the 
beaches. There was some opposi- 
tion to the right and to the left 
of us, but on our beach, nothing, 
absolutely nothing. 

We don’t expect this to continue, 
of course. A Marine doesn’t fool 
himself like that. Certainly there 
will be hard fighting ahead, and 
we all have our fingers crossed. 
But to get the firm foothold we 
have, with most of our men ashore 
and our supplies rolling in, is a 
gift for which we are grateful. 


This is Easter Sunday morning. 
It is a beautiful one. One of the 
Marines, after spending months in 
the tropics, remarked a while ago, 
“This weather feels more like 
American weather than anything 
since I left home.” 

It is sunshiny and very warm. 
We had heard it would be cold 
and many of the boys wore heavy 
underwear. Now we are sweat- 
ing and regretting. I wore two 
pairs of pants, but I am about 


'| to take off one of them. 


We are dressed in green her- 
ringbone combat uniforms. Every- 
body made the trip in khaki and 
changed this morning aboard ship. 
The men left their old khaki lying 
on their bunks and they’ll be col- 
lected by the Navy, cleaned and 
used to clothe prisoners and our 
own casualties who have lost their 
clothes. | 

On our ship we were up at 4 
a. m. We had done our final 
packing of gear last night. We 
brought ashore only what we 
could carry on our backs. When 
we put on our new green fatigues, 
one Marine remarked, “The latest 
Easter style—herringbone twill.” 


My schedule for landing was an 
early one. I was ashore a short 
time after the first wave. Corre- 
spondents were forbidden to go 
before the fifth wave. I was on 
the seventh. 

I had dreaded the sight of the 
beach littered with mangled bod- 
ies. My first look up and down 
the beach was a reluctant one. 
And then like a man in the mov- 
ies who looks and looks away and 
then suddenly looks back unbe- 
lieving, I realized there were no 
bodies anywhere—and no wound- 
ed. What a wonderful feeling! 


In fact our entire regiment came 
ashore with only two casualties. 
One was a Marine who hurt his 
foot getting out of an amphibious 
truck. And the other was, of all 
‘things, a case of heat prostration! 

And to fulfill the picnic atmos- 
phere, listen to this— 

Aboard ship we had turkey din- 
ner last night. So this morning 
they fixed me up with a big snack 
of turkey wings, bread, oranges 
and apples. So instead of grab- 
bing a hasty bite of K rations our 
first meal ashore, we sat and 
lunched on turkey wings and 
oranges. 


There are low chalky cliffs on 
this island. In these cliffs are 
caves. In the caves are brick col- 
ored urns a couple of feet high. 
And in these urns are the ashes 
of many honorable ancestors. 


Our bombardment had shatter- | 


ed many of these burial vaults. 
What our big guns missed, the sol- 
diers and Marines took a precau- 
tionary look into by prying off 
the stone slabs at the entrances. 

In front, looking out to sea, 
stands our mighty fleet with scores 
of little black lines extending to

And behind me, not two feet 
away, is a cave full of ex-Japa- 
nese. Which is just the way it 
should be.

COLOGNE, Germany.—Here is a city of the 
dead, Germany’s hostage to her crime. Here deso- 


lation sits among the ruins. 
The quietness shocks the senses and auto- 


of an awesome silence. 


Here you are aware 


matically you lower your voice, as in a cemetery. 


Many years ago I saw Cologne, 


then a bustling, thriving city with 
a beauty all its own. From that 
memory I came now upon a place 
of unimaginable horror—lifeless 
streets where once there had been 
so much life, rows of shattered 
buildings where once so many 
people had lived and where there 
is hardly anyone at all today. 


Every so often you come into 
acres of emptiness where whole 
blocks have been blown away and 
rubble is piled high along the 
streets, like old, dirty snow, leav- 
ing only a thin lane for the oc- 
casional vehicle. There is very 
little traffic here now. No street 
cars run and oO infrequently 
an automobile, usually carrying 
American soldiers. 


Hardly any business is done 
here. There is nowhere to do it, 
and nobody to do it, 


A few people are about in some 
sections of the city. They are sad- 
eyed people, lost and forlorn. No- 
body smiles. Nobody even tries 
to look cheerful. 


Then we came upon the cathe- 
dral and the square. The cathe- 
dral still throws its glorious spire 
toward the heavens, like a wound- 
ed, high-spirited cavalry horse 
above the carnage of battle, tri- 
umphant but lonely, looking for 
the rider who has en and will 
not rise again. 


Here the quiet is oppressive and 
haunting. It rises from the wreck- 
age on every side, from the moun- 
tains of debris where once other 
buildings stood. My wife and I 
were in this cathedral years ago, 
one Sunday morning. It was an 
unforgettable experience for both 
of us. It was the first European 
cathedral we had seen on our 


trip. We came out after the serv- 
ice into a street full of life. 


Now a solitary American soldier 
stands guard here,.against the 
background of ruin that surrounds 
the church. In the only building 
in the neighborhood not demolish- 
ed is quartered a detachment of 
American soldiers, 

As we crossed the square, out in 
the open, I had the tight feeling 
inside that comes when you walk 
on dangerous ground. , 

The cathedral still stands, but 
its windows were shattered by the 
explosions from the bombings that 
strewed wreckage on every side 
and it looks out from blind, star- 
ing eyes. 

Inside, your foots echo on 
the marble floor until they fall 
upon the dust that has filtered 
down from above, scattered here 
and there in little piles. There are 
bits of stained glass in their twist- 
ed metal frames about the floor. 
The great edifice is scarred,- but 
its body is still sound. 

Many emotions surge through 
you as you see the tragedy of 
Cologne. It is the quietness that 
gets you. It is not the quietness 
of a wilderness, but the quietness 
of subtraction of sound from a 
place once so full of human 
sounds, It is not the quietness 
that hangs over the ruins of an- 
tiquity. at has a healthy sancti- 
ty about it that is soothing. This 
quietness wraps itself about you 
like a cold shroud. 

Here is the vengeance visited on 
a people who carried fire and 
death and destruction to others, 
without reason. This is the ulti- 
mate vengeance for Germany, this 
great, silent, lifeless city, the sym- 
bol of her expiation of her crime 
against mankind.

Byron Nelson is the people’s choice to win 
Nelson Favored the $10,000 Atlanta Iron Lung invitational 
golf tournament to be played over the Capital City club course, 
beginning today. 

For a popular belief is that Capital City is a 
course he'll take to his heart. It’s a course 
made-to-order, so to speak, for a _ straight 
shooter. 

Tournament Chairman Bud Bicknell, who 
has watched the pros in a couple of tourna- 
ments this season, believes Nelson hits the 
straightest shot in the game. 

“Some hook and some slice. Nelson goes 
straight for the green. And he is, of course, 
the best finisher. Exhibitions kept him 
from getting in any practice in the Caro- 
linas. But at the finish the winner was 
Nelson,” Bicknell pointed out. 

Nelson won his first important tournament back in, 1936, the 
Metropolitan Open, New York, but it wasn’t until 1939 that he came 
through with a major victory in the United States Open. 

Nelson's record in PGA play: A loss to Henry Picard on the 
37th green in 1939; a victory over Sam Snead, 1 up, in 1940; 
a loss to Vic Ghezzi, on the 38th hole, in 1941; beaten by Jim 
Turnesa in the semi-finals on the 37th hole in 1942, and last year 
beaten by Hamilton for the title, 1 up. 


The mechanical man of pro golf, seven times a winner on 
the winter circuit, is considered the greatest iron player in the 


game. 


We don’t mean to be flippant but Nelson, a big money win- 
ner, literally is preparing for a rainy day. He has an interest in

Mrs. Davis is a lifelong friend of Mrs. Newton Craig 
and Martha (Mrs. Oscar) Davis, and is the latter’s guest at her 
home on Habersham road. 

As a member of the Commission to Study the Organization of 
Peace, which is directed by Dr. James T. Shotwell, of the Carnegie 
Foundation, and Dr. William Allen Neilson, former president of 
Smith College, Mrs. Davis volunteered her services to lecture at 
various southern colleges. The commission is the research depart- 
ment of the American Association for the United Nations, and its 
purpose is collective security in the organization of all the coun- 
tries for the development of a just and orderly world. 

During the last World War, Mrs. Davis organized and directed 
the Training School for Women War Workers for the Y. M. C. A., 
and went overseas as director of personnel and chief of the Wom- 
en's Bureau in Paris. There she was convinced that the youth as 
well as the adult should be informed and educated to insure a last- 
ing peace. She feels that the people age more alive now than they 
were then, and consequently more good will be accomplished. Her 
work is to see that the citizens know and understand the issues at 
stake and the part the State Department is taking in plans for peace. 

“The agenda of the conference in San Francisco will be based 
on the points drawn up at the Dumbarton Oaks conference,” says 
Mrs. Davis. “We can expect some disagreement and differences,” 
she continues, “but with the outstanding leaders of the world pool- 
ing their knowledge, it will be well for American citizens to accept 
the outcome and work to improve it. When the issue comes to our 
senate, informed public opinion should be heard.” 

Mrs. Davis spoke at Girls’ High school, where she was intro- 
duced by the student body president, Betty Bob Walters. Today 
she will go to Macon to address the Wesleyan College students in 
the interest of embedding in their minds the importance of en- 
forcing the peace.
